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U.N. Team 
Arrives in 

Lebanon to 
Seal Border 


BEIRUT (AP)—The first con- 
tingent of U.N. observers moved 
into Lebanon Thursday less than 
24 hours after the Security 
Council ordered a border watch 
to keep out Intruders from Pres- 
ident Abdel Gamal Nasser’s 
United Arab Republic. 


The first group of five officers 
~—~a New Zealander, two Swedes 
and two Italians—drove from 
israel into South Lebanon and 
then headed for Beirut. The 
group is led by Lt. Col. Maurice 
Brown of New Zealand who 
heads the Egyptian-Israeli mixed 
armistice committee. 


The others are ILA. Col Stig 
Mollersward and Maj. Agnar 
Strandberg of Sweden and 


majors Enrico Cossiero and Ro- 
dolfo Paggioli of Italy. 

Five more officers were €X- 
pected from Israel later Thurs 
day or Friday. Awaiting them 
in Belrut was David Blicken 
stass, former director of the 
U.N. office in Paris, who will be 
secretary of the new observer 
group. 

The 10 officers are from the 
U.N. truce group in Palestine. 
Reflecting the urgent view the 
Council took of the Lebanese 
situation, Secretarv General Dag 
Hammarskjold ordered them to 
Lebanon immediately to serve 
until he can recruit a separate 
organization from U.N. mem- 
bers. 

The Security Council author- 
ized the watchdog team in an- 
ewer to a Lebanese complaint 
that the UAR is sending arms 
and men to rebels seeking to 
overthrow President Camille 
Chamoun’s pro-Western Govern- 
ment. The UAR denied the 
charge but did not oppose the 
Council action. 

Meanwhile, the Lebanese Gov- 
ernment Thursday hailed the 
Security Council's decision to 
send a watchdog committee to 
Lebanon as a victory for Presi- 
dent Chamoun. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said, “Officials are convinced 
this decision constitutes a vic- 
tory for the Lebanese cause. Tt 
is now hoped the Council's ac- 
tion will put an end to all for- 
eign interference in Lebanon's 
. iftternal affairs and bring back 
calm to the country.” 

However, opposition leaders 
who have been fighting for 34 
davs to overthrow Chamoun 
and his Government appeared as 
determined as ever to carry on 
the insurrection. 

Some fear was expressed that 
the Council's action might set 
off a new and more violent wave 
of terroriam in a rebel attempt 
to bring off a quick decision. 

Most Lebanese readily agreed 
the U.N. watchdog group can 
stop smuggling of men and 
arms from Syria to the rebel 
forces, 

The Government has charged 
that shipment of weapons and 
men across the Syrian border 
has been going on virtually 
unabated for months and even 
longer. Hardiy anyone in 
Lebanon doubts the validity of 
the Government's accusations 
against President Naseer. 

Opposition leaders, none of 
whom are wealthy men, have 
acquired large sums of money 
in addition to the latest fighting 
weapons — antiaircraft guns, 
bazookas, automatic weapons, 
grenades, rifles and plenty of 
ammunition. 

At the same time, the private 
army of Druze chieftain Kamal 
Jumbiatt is getting stronger. 
He is operating in the moun- 
tains in central Lebanon. The 
opposition forces jn north and 
south also show no signs of 
weakening. 


Selecting Members 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y, 
(UPI)—Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold sought accept- 
ances Thursday from a select 
group he asked to serve on the 
United Nations watchdog com- 
mission for Lebanon. 

Although the U.N, would not 
confirm it officially, it Was re- 
liably learned the watchdog 
team will comprise members 
from Ecuador, India and Nor- 
way. They will serve as indivi- 
duals, however, and not as rep- 
resentatives of their govern- 
ments. 

A spokesman for Hammar- 
skjold’s office said that under 
present plans, a small con- 
tingent of officers drawn from 
the U.N. truce supervision 
organization in Jerusalem 
would arrive in Beirut Thurs 
day. They will be the field rep- 
resentatives for the three-man 
watchdog commission, 

Hammarskjold appointed Da- 
vic Blickenstaff of the United 
Statea, director of the U.N,'s 
Paris office, as secretary of the 
new observation group, and 
5S. K. Shastri of India, a mem- 
ber of his own staff, as as- 
sistant secretary, Both were 
expected in Beirut on the first 
available planes. 

The observation commission 
will report directly to Hammar- 
skjold, who will be responsible 
to the Security Council.

U.K. Hands Allies 
New Cyprus Plan 


NICOSIA (UPI)—Britain has 
presented to Greece and Turkey 
a compromise plan for stopping 
the violence between rival! 
Cypriots, it was reported Thurs- 
day. 

A dispatch from London said 
the plan, involving a ‘greater 
voke in Government for the 
Turkish and Greek elements on 
this eastern Meiierranean is- 
land Would be submitted in the 
British Parliament by Tuesday. 

Authoritative sources in Lon- 
don said the new British plan 
would provide the Turkish and 
Greek Cypriots on the island 
with a measure of joint home 
rule under British guarantees. 

They said the Greek and 
Turkish governments had 
invited to cooperate with 
ain in keeping the peace, 

The purpose of the plan, they 
said. would be to restore law 
and-order before the next step 
Was taken-—-some form of un- 
dertaking by Britain to grant 
the island a right to self<ieter- 
mination, 

Meanwhile, Cyprus Governor 
Sir Hugh Foot toured this 
walled city Wednesday night 
after the curfew closed another 
day of bloody rioting. 

All was quiet, but earlier a 
Turkish Cypriot had been kill- 
ed, shops were looted, and fires 
raged through the Turkish 
quarter of the city in a wild 
day of violence. ° 

Two hundred screaming 
Turkish Cypriot women raided 
Nicosia’s main police station 
and broke into the back of the 
building before they were dis- 
persed, They were demanding 
release of men arrested earlier 
in the day. 

British security forces spent 
the day rushing from one out- 
break of trouble to another, 

The violence started early in 
the morning when a municipal 
worker. was shot dead. Arson, 
looting and clashes between 
Greeks and Turks followed in 
the area of the municipal mar- 
kets, 

Scores of persons were in- 
jured in clashes, 


Trouble was also reported 


from Limassol, Paphos and 


Lefka. 


U.K. Warned: Turkey 


ANKARA (AP)—The Turkish | 


Foreign Ministry Thursday de- 
clared Britain had been warned 
against relaxing security meas- 
ures in Cyprus or trying to 
force unweicome collaboration 
on the Turkish and Greek com- 
munities. 


Cyprus is a strong national 
issue to the Turks, the state 
ment warned. Turkey's allies 
“should fully appreciate the 
scope of the national emotion” 
it stirs here and in Cyprus, it 
added. 


The communique appeared as 
the National Students Federa- 
tion prepared for a huge rally 
in Ankara—the second mass 
meeting approved by the Gov- 
ernment in a week.

School newspaper last week. 


The essays were written after 
about 60 students read Pulit- 
zer. Prize winner John Jer- 
sey'’s “Hiroshima,” a document- 
ary account of the dropping of 
the first atom bomb in which 
some 80,000 persons died. 


They caused an outburst of 
indignation by veterans groups. 

“The lowest form of dishonor 
to those who have paid the 
supreme sacrifice,” said one let 
ter from a Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Group. 

“Disrespectful to every loyal 
American,” said another.

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Fund Earmarked to Improve - 
Railroad Crossing Facilities 


The Japan National Ratiway 
Corporation has earmarked 
¥700 million in the 1958 fiscal 
year budget for the improve 
ment of facilities at railroad 
crossing In order to reduce ac- 
cidents, 


Railroad crossing accidents 
jumped 2.5fold from 1,014 in 


1946 to 2,516 in 1957. A total of 
684 persons died last year itn 
such accidents and 1,136 others 
were injured. 

A survey conducted by the 
Tokyo Railway Bureau cover- 
ing 200 cases last year revealed 
that 79 per cent of the accidents 
occurred at crossing without 
watchmen or automatic signals. 


Twelve per cent of the accid- 
ents took place at crossings 
which had signals only and 9 
per cent at crossings guarded 
only by watchmen. 

As for causes of the accidents, 
failure of vehicles to stop ac- 
counted for 62.5 per cent of the 
total, Stopping too close to the 
tracks and coming in cnotact 
tracks and coming in contact 
13.5 per cent. 


Thirteen and a half per cent 
of the cases were traced to 
vehicles becoming stalled on 
the tracks. In 3.5 per cent of 
the cases, the watchman was 
found to be at fault, 

There are in all 42,659 rail- 
road crossing in Japan and 37,- 
487 of them have neither signals 
nor watchmen, 

First-class crossings attended 
by watchmen number 3,065 and 
third-class crossings equipped 
with only automatic signaling 
devices 2,017. 

A big factor in the high acci- 
dent rate is the large number 
of crossings. 

In the National Railways 
stretch between Tokyo and 
Atami, for example, there are 
171 crossings. Since the special 
express Tsubame covers the dis- 
tance in one hour, 26 minutes 
and 48 seconds, it passes two 
crossings per minute on the 
average.

Ae mentioned previously at 
various times in ovr column, the 
Japan Animal Welfare Society 
ice dedicated to the welfare of 
all animals in Japan including 
domestic and wild animals 
well as pets. 

One important phase of the 
activity that is little known, but 
perhaps constitutes the most de 
mands on the society's time, ef- 
forte and the largest portion of 
their financial resources is the 
welfare of experimental animals 
usert in medical research. 

This large group include ham- 
sters, guinea.pigs, rabbits, mice, 
chickens, monkeys, as well as 
dows and tn rare tnetances, cats. 

Tt is difficult to imagine the 
number of animals used in the 
various universities and tnetitu- 
tions for scientific experiments. 
As an example, one university 
uses in the vicinity of 350 dogs 
per month for student demon 
strations and experimentation 
In order to carry on work which 
is revealing in medical know! 
edge and is in its strictest sense, 
“not wasted,” it ie neceasary for 
the animals to be maintained in 
good physical condition as well 
as housed and fed properly prior 
to and following the experimen- 
tal procedure that is performed 
on them.

Of the contracts, goods ac- 
counted TaF $1,661,000 and serv- 
jees for $1,381,000. 

The high showing was credit 
ed to contracts awarded for 
goods and services being speed- 
ed up to be in time for the U.S. 
fiscal year ending soon. 

The agency also said that dur- 
Ing the week ending June 7, the 
overall. wholesale price index 
stood at 155, against 100 for the 
pre-Korea period, or a 02 per 
cent gain over the previous 
week. 

A 1.9 per cent increase in the 
price of foodstuffs was largely 
responsible for the increase.

Addressing a parliamentary 

by-election meeting, referring to 
Hongkong, he said there was 
the difficulty that Britain had 
always treated the colonies “as 
if we were in the position of 
trustees.” 
Lord Hailsham added: “They 
cannot legislate for themselves, 
and there is an obvious moral 
difficulty about a trustee legis- 
lating against his beneficiary 
and in his own interests. 

“That then is the problem. 
The most likely solution at the 
moment seems to be some vol 


untary agreement by the export- 
ing countries to restrict their 
exports of cotton goods to us. 

“This is being actively explor- 
ed by the industry in close con- 
sultation with the Board of 
Trade. 


“Japanese imports are very 
severely restricted by the terms 
of the Anglo-Japanese trade 
agreements and the relatively 
small imports that are allowed 
to be retained in this country 
from Japan are subject to duty. 


“Cotton goods exported from 
Hongkong are in fact subject 
to close scrutiny to make sure 
that they are in fact manufac- 
tured in Hongkong and not re- 
stamped goods imported from 
China.

Cash deposits in the nation’s 
banks for May showed an in- 
crease of ¥56,100 million or well 
over the month's increase in 
bank loans, the Bank of Japan 
announced yesterday. 

Bank officials said the deposit 
increase over loans sufficed to 
show that the past trend of bank 


overloans has improved. 


The announcement also re- 
vealed that external debts of 
banks diminished by ‘22,500 
million and call loans by ¥%8,000 
million, 

Their debts to the Bank of 
Japan also shrank to ¥15,000 
million. 

Compered with the corre- 
sponding month of the previous 


year, deposits in all commer 
cial banks showed an increase 
of ¥3,700 million but their ad- 


vances fell off by ‘'¥8,100 mil 
lion.

_SUB-AGENTS WANTED | 
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U.N. and Lebanon 

The Security Council of the United Nations has acted 
promptly in deciding to send a commission to Lebanon 
to seal off its borders with the United Arab Republic. 

This little country, which has an area of only 3,400 
square miles and a population of about 1,500,000, is strate- 
gieally situated with Palestine to the south between the 
two halves of the United Arab Republic—Egypt ind 
Syria—aend there are envious eyes. 

The serious disturbances which have been taking place 
in Lebanon recently, and are still taking place there, are 
alleged to have been instigated from Egypt by those in- 
terested in building up a new Arab Empire of which Caro 
would be the capital If this allegation be true there 
can be no doubt that the situation is a threat to inter- 
national peace, for those who may have engineered the 
present trdutile would certainly not be } satisfied with taking 


possession of Lebanon alone but would wish to seize 
Palestine too—both the Israeli portion and the Jorda- 
nian one. 


The Security Council's debate on Lebanon’s complaint 
was an instructive one. Soviet Russia simply abstained 
from yoting instead of killing the commission plan by 
using its veto. But this should not lead people to think 
that Russia was not interested. 

Indeed. the Russian delegate, Mr. Sobolev, declared that 
the Soviet Union regarded Lebanon's complaint of “mas- 
sive interference” by the United Arab Republic as un- 
founded, and he alleged that some Western powers were 
engaged in overt preparations for “open intervention in 
Lebanon.” According to him, the solution of matters re- 
garding the Lebanese Government should not be sought 
in the Security Council but in Lebanon itself. Those who 
suspect that it is Moscow that is backing up Egyptian 
interference with Lebanese affairs will not feel satisfied 
with Mr. Sobolev’s explanation. 

The additional statement by Mr. Sobolev that the United 
States “is not counting on Security Council decisions very 
much: rather it counts more on its jet airplanes” must be 
taken, we suppose, as an instance of those little sidecracks 
that Soviet statesmen and diplomats like to take. at the 
United States! 


The Japanese representative, Mr. Matsudaira, very 
properly declared the Security Council should continue 
to exert its utmost efforts to solve the problems of troubled 
Lebanon. He expressed regret that the Arah League had 
failed in its efforts to settle the dispute through a regional 
agreement in accordance with the principles and provisions 
of the U.N. Charter. in making this remark, we have no 
doubt that Mr. Matsudaira had in mind the danger of some 
Arab leaders being inclined to use force in pursuit of their 
policy of building up a unified Arab state. He expressed 
the Japanese hope that the matter would remain within 
the framework of the United Nations and that a peaceful 
settlement would be pursued. In voting for the commission 
plan, Mr. Matsudatra called it a “realistic approach.” 

While we hope and expect that the despatch of a United 
Nations commission to Lebanon will succeed in reducing 
the present tensions in that country, this is only one part 
of the 6V@fall problem. The sharpest attack against the 
L'nited Arab Republic at the Security Counct! debate came 
from Mr. Fadhil Jamali, the delegate of Iraq, a neighboring 
Arab country. avho bluntly accused President Nasser of 
using Communist methods to try to bring other Arab coun- 
tries under his domination and expressed the hope that 
the Council would take appropriate measures to protect not 
only behbanen, but other Arab states, including his own, 
“from communism and Nasserism.” 


This is a serious statement, and it becomes the duty of 
the United Nations to keep it in mind. And, indeed, it 
seems that if Mr. Fadhil Jamali's ideas are wrong there 
should be a distinct and unequivocal statement from Cairo 
in denial. Whatever we may think about the reconstruc: 
tion of an Arab Empire, we have a duty to perform to the 
Charter of the Ufiited Nations, and that charter rules out 
attempts to subvert other Governments and build up a 
new empire by force. However much we may sympathize 
with the Arab cause and regret their political divisions, 
such sentiments cannot justify the use of violence and 
chicanery. 

If it be true, too, that Moscow is making use of the 
situation in the Arab countries in order to get a strong 
footing in the Middie East and Africa, that is also a mat- 
ter for international concern and events need to be care- 
fully watched. We look to the United Nations to do the 
most part of the watching and to act if it becomes neces- 
sary. Courage and confidence are needed, of course, wren 
a great power like Soviet Russia is under suspicion of 
having a harid in troublemaking, but the prompt action 
of the Security Council in the case of Lebanon leads us 
to hope that the Charter will be upheld with increasing 
vigor in the future.

(June 7) you say you think that 
*,.. conscientious teachers would 
have preferred to have their 


work reported on by their prin- 
cipals, who witness their activi- 
ties all the time, than by casual 
Government inspectors. . 

As a matter of fact the aver- 
age school principal rarely 
spends more than 15 minutes a 
week, and often not that, in 
the various classrooms under 
his administration. A principal 
is qualified to judge how well 
a teacher takes care of the ad- 
ministrative tasks assigned him 
(filling out reports, etc.), but is 
in poor position to judge how 
well the teacher teaches. 

In the last paragraph of your 
editorial you say you hope that 
the teachers “....will come 
around to taking deeper interest 
in the advancement of their own 
professional status and the im- 
provement of educational prac- 
tices,...' That, of course, should 
be the aim of a good rating 
system. However, what I have 
read in local newspapers gave 
no indication that the rating sys 
tem proposed by the Govern- 
ment would aid in reaching 
these goals. 

On the matter of teaching 
I'm inclined to agree with Tan- 
ju Ergil, the American teacher 


recently quoted in Time (May 
19) who'said “A teacher should 
be judged only on the students 
he turns out.” Conversely, it is 
the students who are most ex- 
posed to a teacher and who are 
best qualified to judge him. 


In my opinion any adequate 
rating system would provide 
first for establishment of stand- 
ards for teacting of different 
subjects at different crade levels 
next for a procedure whereby 
students cou'c (anonymously) 
rate their teachers, then for 
trained observers whose reports 
would supplement those of the 
students and, lastly, a system 


where; teachers themselves 
could Lely those whose teach- 
ing 88 jJucged by trained ob- 


servers and students, seems to 
be inadequate. 


I feel that the cooperation of 
Many teachers in the current 
strikes stems not entirely from 
political motivation but from a 
feeling of frustration with the 
inadequacy and unfairness of 
the proposed program. And 
the Government, by its stub- 
born insistence on the present 
program, which seems to dis- 
regard both teachers and stu- 
dents, is not going to benefit 
education in Japan any more 
than the present actions of the
